All Entries To Mine Were 
Blocked By Immense 
Rocks And Dirt.

WHEELING, W. Va., April 28 — 
One hundred 
and 
fifteen 
miners 
were believed to have been lost to­ 
day in an explosion and fire in the 
Benwood Mill Mine of the Wheeling 
Steel Corporation at Benwood, a few* 
miles down the Ohio river from here. 
After struggling for more than six 
hours to overcome falls of rock and 
earth in the drift mouth of the mine, 
rescuers gained access to the wreck­ 
ed underground 
passage 
ways 
by 
way of air shafts. 
Four bodies, 
all 
burned, 
were 
found, but they expired before they 
Could be brought to the surface. 
Experts of the United States Bu­ 
reau of Mines sent in a rescue car 
from Pittsburgh, held little hope for 
any of the entombed men. 
Those 
who escaped the explosion and fire, 
they said, could not hope to w in out 
against the deadly afterdamp.

WHEELING, W\ Va., 
April 28.— 
More than IOO miners were entomb­ 
ed by an explosion in the Benwood 
mill mine of the Wheeling Steel Cor­ 
poration at Benwood near here, a 
few' minutes after they went to work 
this morning. 
All 
entries 
to the 
mine were blocked by rocks and dirt. 
Four hours after the blast, volunteer 
rescuers hurriedly 
assembled 
had 
been unable to 
enter 
the 
under­ 
ground passageways. 
Little hope was entertained for the 
frapped miners, for the mine was on 
lire and choked with deadly fumes. 
At the mine it was reported 125 
men went to work and that none had 
escaped. 
The state 
bureau of 
mines 
at 
Charleston, however, announced that 
its report showed only 107 men en-, 
tombed. 
The combined mine rescue power i 
of the United States government and 1 
West Virginia was 
rushed to 
the; 
scene. 
The 
explosion 
occurred 
about 
three miles back 
from 
the 
drift 
mouth. 
Scores of men, women and 
children soon gathered 
on a 
slope 
facing the entry. 
They stood in a 
drizzle of rain, spurring on the res­ 
cuers who were digging frantically at 
tile mass of rock. 
A ray of hope for the entombed 
men was given this afternoon when 
rescue workers 
found 
two miners 
rn-. 
npar an ail* shaft 
suffering 
from 
burns and gas, but the spark of life 
Was not extinct, and the rescuers re­ 
doubled their efforts in 
the 
hope 
that others would be found alive. 
The tw*o men died however before 
they could be brought to the surface. 
Two bodies, 
badly 
charred, 
were 
fdhnd in a mine motor, 2,500 feet 
from the entry, bringing the number 
o f known dead to four. 
The rescue crew 
of 
the United 
States Bureau of Mines 
expressed 
the opinion that few, if any of the 
miners would be brought out alive.

A total of $ I,IST,OOO 
was set aside for work on highway

(St. Louis-Springfield-Joplin.) 
Com­ 
pletion of the work outlined for 1924 
I on the St. Louis-Kansas City road, 
j designated as state highway number 
I 2, will provide a graded road for the 
entire 246 miles, Piepmeier said. Ap­ 
proximately 150 miles of this will be 
gravel, or concrete road. 
The great­ 
er part of the 1924 work on the road 
will be completed by next fall, he 
said. 
Piepmeier stated the highway de­ 
partm ent probably would complete 
the paving of virtually ail of num ber 
2 highway with concrete, by the lat­ 
ter part of 1926, if the proposed ini­ 
tiative measures, for speeding up the 
road 
program, 
are 
submitted and 
I adopted at the November election. 
These proposals, recommended by 
| the highway commission, would au- 
| thorize a 2-cent a gallon tax on gaso­
